"For a distance of 40 miles on the 


western part ot the line," said P^of. 
Clark, "the survey ing party found only 
monnda and rude wooden posts.

"Inacnptionsby Union and Confed- 


Tne 
missing stones have now been replaced 
by neat little monuments and all the 
stones have been firmly set in a concrete 
base to prevent further acts of vandal- 
ism. In places where county lines are 
determined by the Maaon ind Dixion 
line many of the Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania counties are placing their own 
monuments. Some of these are quite 
pretentious and one to be erected by 
Baltimore county will cost $6000.

Stopping to rejt next in an extinct cra- 
ter, where the earth burned through our 
shoes and we heated our coffee with 
boiling water dipped from a hole in the 
rock. Twenty minutes moie of haid 
scrambling over rocks brought us to the 
top a few minutes before eleven p. m. 
Perspiring from every pore from our 
climb we long for our heavier wraps to 
shield us from the cold of the h.gher 
altitude. But our coolies were taking 
their time, sampling our luncheon and 
nearly emplymg our water cask by tbe 
way.

Then slowly tl.e golden light of 
lhe rising sun pierced these until a 
golden plain lay before us, followed in 
quick succession by tbe fleeing away of 
the clouds and tbe sight of tbe valleys, 
mountains and plains.

IIETXER PAY FOR RURAL CARRIERS 


Hen is good news for tbe rural car- 


rier?. Senator Quartos, of Wisconsin, 
hai announced that be win Introduce a 
bill at the next session of Congress pro- 
viding for an Increase in their pay to 
$1,000, tbe salary cow being only 4600, 
and the carriers are required to provide 
a horse and wagon and care for tbe aci 
mal. The National Assoc. stion of Car- 
riers will give Senator Quaiiea all the 
assistance In their power. We have 
often wondered how Uncle Sam hap- 
pened to lix tbe salary of rural carriers 
as compared with other similar govern- 
ment service. City letter carriers re- 
ceive 4800 and do not have to provide 
and keep a horse and conveyance and 
the $500 and $600 salary of the rural car- 
rier is not equitable In comparison. One 
third to one-half of the salary of the 
rural carriers would be needed to sup- 
port and care for tbe team annually and 
pay tbe repairs constantly needed, and 
with the risk of tbe loss of a horse or the 
purchase of a new conveyance any year 
might give tbe carrier very little for his 
service. Of course the carrier is fre- 
quently tbe recipient of much kindness 
from his patrons along the route but it 
does not lock right for this big country 
of ours to make men depend upon tbe 
kindness of their rural patrons to make 
tbeir job a paying one. A salary suffi- 
cient for tbelr needs should be granted, 
one which will enable them to keep and 
maintain tbeir teams and give them a 
living besides. Tbe local carriers should 
go to work to aid the movement for an 
increase In their pay. Congress meets 
within a month and they should have 
everything in readiness that they can do 
by that time. 


HATS OFF TO MICHAEL W. JACOBS

Why Factories Violating Agreomenl Should 


be Closed. 


Cigar Maker's Union 316 of MdSherrya- 


town have made answer to the charge that 
two cigara factora at Hanover have been 
shut up for alleged violations of rules of the 
TTnion. 


The answer sets out that these factories 


were doing business under two conditions 
with the Union. One condition was that 
tbe bine label of the Union could be used 
by the manufacturers if they shall not sell 
cigars bearing the label for less than $20 
per thousand. The second condition is 
that when any manufacturers violates tbe 
sigreement governing the use ol label they 
shall for the first offense post a $50 forfeit 
for further use of the label and faithful 
compliance with the laws of the Union in 
tbe future. For a second violation tbe 
label ia with-held for a period of six 
months. 


The Union label ie the properly of the 


Union and it is a voluntary agreement be- 
tween Union and manufacturer clearly and 
distinctly understood when made eo that 
the latter may have the use of the blue 
label. When a plant is closed it is the 
fault ol the owners of same not living up 
to the conditions they have agreed upon 
and the criticism for any closing belongs 
not upon tbe Union but with those who 
have not kept faith to the agreement en- 
tered into. It is alleged the plants in 
question admited the second violations 
provided for in agreement 


The reason of the $20 per thousand rule 


is declared to be in order to protect the 
smoker, manufacturers and cigarmak- 
ers. 
The 
law authorizes 
Union to 


have labels and as the labels are with- 
held from no one who comply with the 
rules, then for the protection of those who 
live within the agreement, all violations 
of tbe same must be enforced.
